Ladies and Gentlemen, 


You may have heard that I expressed concern at the 
meeting of the above mentioned Committee on Friday, llth 
October, 1974, regarding the demonstrated lack of inter- 
> est by Members of Council and Senior Staff of your Munici- 
pality, by their absence at the above Meeting. 


Only four members out of the ten members of Council 
attended for most of the Meeting. Five members did not 
attend at all, and the Mayor was present for only a very 
brief period. 


Only one member of the City's Planning Staff attend- 
ed, and both the Commissioner of Planning and the Deputy 
Commissioner were absent. Furthermore, no one from the 
City's Engineering Department was in attendance. 


The Region has participated willingly and has been 
well represented at all meetings. I, personally, have 
attended all of the meetings, as has the Regional Commiss- 
ioner of Planning and the Regional Engineer, as well as 
the Director of Transportation Planning and the Director 
of Planning Policy. 


It appears to me that the Region is taking its 
responsibilities more seriously than is Mississauga, for 
whom the study means so much.

Dear Mr. Bandeen: 


At a recent Directors Meeting of our Association, we discussed the level 
crossing situation in our area, particulariy related to the unfortunate 
death of a youngster a few weeks ago at the Clarkson Road crossing. 


Members of our Board, and indeed many cicizens in the area, have long 
been surprised and dismayed by the lack of adequate guard facilities 
for pedestrians on the C.N.R. crossings in Mississauga. 


Both of the level crossings in our area (Lorne Park Road and Clarkson 
Road) have separate pedestrian walkways several feet from the roadway. 
Neither of these walkways have any barrier, warning signal or other 
device to stop pedestrians, school children or bicycle riders, from 
crossing the tracks when a train is approaching. 


It is most unfortunate that it has taken a tragic death to bring this 
matter more conscientiously into our minds. 


As a community association representing citizens in the Lorne Park/ 
Clarkson area, we respectfully request that you instruct immediate 
action to at least put some sort of guard device on these heavily 
used pedestrian walkways, to help prevent future tragedies such 

as the one we have just witnessed.

Dear Mayor Dobkin & Members of Council: 


At the last meeting of the Toronto Area Transit 
operating Authority, Mr. Parsons brought to the attention of 
the members, the tragic inc xient involving a GOtrain which 
took the life of a boy at the Clarkson Road railway crossing. 
It was suggested by Mr. Parsons that crossing protection at 
this location should be improved by the addition of a pedestrian 
gate over the sidewalk, and that the Authority staff should approach 
the Canadian National Railways in this regard. 


This matter has since been discussed with Canadian 
National officials, who advise that any requests for improvements 
at railway crossing must originate with the appropriate road 
authority, in this case the City of Mississauga. 


Although the Authority is not in a position to take any 
direct action with respect to railway crossing improvements, it 
will certainly support any action which will provide increased 
protection to pedestrians and motorists, on railway lines over 
which GO trains are operated.

In your letter of August 30, 1974 you indicate 
your support of the resolutions of Markham and 
Mississauga recommending that representation on the 
Parkway Belt Municipal Advisory Committee contain a 
majority of elected officials. 


Judging from the wording of the resolutions 
and other comments I have heard from time to time I 
think that there is considerable misunderstanding rampant 
on the nature of the Parkway Belt operation and the role 
played, and to be played, by the two advisory committees 
established under The Planning & Development Act to deal 
with the Parkway Belt West. 


You will recall that I made a statement in 
the Legislature on June 4, 1974 respecting the Parkway 
Belt West. In that statement I outlined the composition 
of the two advisory committees, the Municipal Advisory 
Committee and the Interested Groups & Residents Advisory 
Committee (M.A.C. and I.G.R.A.C.). 


In retrospect, one point that I should have 
emphasized more is the fact that these committees were 
purely advisory (to me) in nature and have absolutely 
no power to make decisions. The membership for the 
I.G.R.A.C. was selected on the basis of bringing together 
people with widely varying backgrounds and interests to 
assist in the preparation of the draft development plan 
through critical examination of the proposed plan in 
it's early stages of development; by questioning objectives 
and the manner in which the plan meets these objectives, 
land use allocations and procedure”.

This committee has been mecting almost weekly 
over the past five months under the very able chairman- 
ship of Mr. F. Warren Hurst. According to my observa- 
tions this committee has shown great interest and has, 
and is, contributing a very substantial and valuable 
input to the plan preparation. The committee is 
serviced by staff of the Parkway Selt Task Force. It 
is obvious that the staff is not directing this group -- 
they are far too independent to permit that even if we 
wish to do so. I might indicate that a substantial 
part of this committee's membership have had previous 
municipal experience as elected council members. 


The second committee appointed under Sect. 3, 
The Planning & Development Act, is called the Municipal 
Advisory Committee. It has been operating since April 
of this year. While it's functions are fundamentally 
the same as those described earlier for the I.G.R.A.C., 
its composition and its interests are somewhat different. 
As indicated in my June 4th statement it is made up of 
the Metro Chairman, the Chairmen of the four regional 
municipalities of York, Peel, Halton and Hamilton/Wentworth, 
the four Planning Commissioners of Hamilton/Wentworth, 
Peel, Halton and Metro Toronto, and the Planning Director 
of Markham. 


In thinking about the composition of the M.A.C. 
I had considered the possibility of representatives 
from each of the area municipal councils effected by 
the Parkway but, after consideration, felt that the 
Chairmen of the regions would be more appropriate. While 
there were a number of reasons for the decision, perhaps 
the most significant in my view is that the Parkway 
would have many impacts which would extend beyond the 
boundaries of the municipalities through which it passed. 
To include representation from each of these munici- 
palities (I did not believe that representation from 
only part of them would work well) would have resulted 
in a size of committee not conducive to the job require- 
ments nor would the viewpoint be as comprehensive as 
that expected from the Chairmen at the regional scale. j 





Experience has proven to me that this decision 
was a correct one and the input from this committee is ‘ 
every bit as valuable as I expected it to be. 


For some reason or other the municipalities 


initiating and supporting the resolution appear to 
feel that the regional chairmen, and their senior staff '

support, will either not understand the implications 

of the Parkway on the various municipalities within the 
regions or if understood, will not adequately protect 
their interests. I think the regional chairmen and 
staff do understand and have, by their actions, made 

it quite clear to us that they wish to ensure that the 
Parkway Plan takes local, as well as regional considera- 
tions fully into consideration. 


Should the area municipalities not feel they 
are being adequately “protected” there are opportunities 
to make their views known. The draft development plan 
will be discussed with each one of them before it is 
published; further, The Act requires that the plan, 
once published, be submitted to each council for review 
prior to the public hearings; they have an opportunity 
to comment to me directly during the plan review period 

rior to the public hearings and during the public 
hearings to the hearing officer; and elther to me or 

the Cabinet following the release of the hearing officer's 
report. There is, of course, the possibility of amend- 
ments initiated by the municipalities following adoption 
of the plan by Cabinet. 


I will be writing to the municipalities on

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I refer to your letter of August 13th advising 
Mr. Marchand of your Council's support of the Engineering 
and Works Committee recommendation regarding noise control 


studies. 


Your letter relates to a very real problem. 
Canadians are so quickly becoming conscious of noise as 
a negative factor in the quality of life, that noise 
can now be rated as one of the Canadian Government's 
most important environmental concerns. It is a rather 
intangible pollutant in that the same decibal count can 
be welcomed if it is the sound of a locust rather than 


the hum of an air conditioner. 


It is, therefore, the 


welcomeness of the sound that really counts. Transport 

sounds because they come and go -- and given the development 
of urban life they now come and go more and more frequently -- 
are in the forefront of public consciousness and this has 

put MOT on the front line in responding to this concern. 


Because this affects all our work, 


(particularly the 


work of the Air and Surface Administrations) an MOT 
Committee on Noise has been established. 


DOE is now gearing itself for a greater effort 
in the field of noise control for the Government as a 
whole, and has hired an expert from our Air Administration 
to direct this. We have cooperated with DOE in the 
establishment of a Federal-Provincial Committee on Noise 
which held its first business session last spring. This 
Federal-Provincial Committee seems likely to become one 
of the most useful bodies in the widespread effort underway 
to attack environmental noise problems. 


I trust that this information will be of value.

This is in reply to your letter of August 22, 1974 and the resolution 
requesting the updating of the boundary signing for Mississauga. 


The normai practice in signing municipal boundaries is to indicate 
only the name of the municipality and the population. On highways other 
than freeways an exception was made in some cases in that the municipality 
has been further identified by also including the message "City of", "Town of" 
or "Village of". This applies only within Regional Municipalities where the 
newly created municipalities are made up of former Townships or of two or 
more former Towns or Villages. The former Towns or Villages continue to be 
identified both on boundary signs and on road maps but in some cases the 
newly created municipality does not have an identifiable centre of population. 
Therefore, to eliminate confusion it was necessary to indicate the type of 
municipality being entered. 


On freeways, the type of municipality is not indicated on the signs 
as the boundaries of the former Towns or Villages are not identified by signs. 
The addition of the message "City of" or "Town of" would result in 3 lines of 
message on the sign, or even 4 lines of message where the number of inter- 
changes is also shown. In common with freeway signs generally, guide signs 
must be large enough and legible enough to be read from vehicles travelling 
at high speed and in the interest of safety the number of lines of message has 
been kept to a minimum. On freeways an additional sign is provided directing 
motorists to the downtown area of major cities. 


All the boundary signing changes for Mississauga are scheduled to be 
carried out in the near future. 


I regret that your request for the additional message "formerly the Town 
of" cannot be accommodated due to the resulting difficulty in providing similar 
signing for other municipalities.

I represent a Mrs. Shirley Romain who is the owner 
of Lot 11 on Plan 602 known municipally as 2512 Stillmeadow 
Road. She advises that ever since the Wimpey Home Development 
e% in the area between Stilimeadow Road and Stavebank Road has 
commenced she has encountered considerable difficulties 
which I shall endeavour to present to you in this letter. 


Large trucks continue to use Stillmeadow Road and 
enter the development in the area adjacent to her home. She 
states that the trucks drive within inches of her property line 
creating dust, noise and disrepair to the road. She states 
that the developers, Wimpey Homes, have access from the building 
site to Stavebank Road but refuse to use it. They prefer to 
rumble through a residential area creating a nuisance and 
totally disregarding the rights of the adjacent property 
owners. I would ask that Mississauga direct the builders 
not to use Stillmeadow Road but to use Stavebank Road in the 
future. 


It would appear that Paisley will be extended in a 
westerly direction from Highway 10 and will continue through 
the proposed development. Recently a surveyor entered on my 
clients property and placed stakes adjacent to her house, which 
stakes were in line with other stakes outlining the northerly 
limit of Paisley Avenue. It would appear that part of my 
client's lot, Lot 1l, juts into the proposed Paisley extension. 
My client has endeavoured to ascertain what the Municipality's 
intentions are with regard to her property but has been given 
the run-a-round. I should point out that the area that juts into 
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Paisley Avenue is in fact the driveway and there is a side door 
which opens on to this driveway. My client wishes to know 
whether the Town intends to expropriate 12 1/2 feet of her land 
thereby leaving her without any driveway or whether the Town 
intends to purchase the entire Lot 1l. I believe it only 
reasonable that my client be advised of the Town's intentions 
in regard to her property. 

My client would also ask this Council to prohibit any 
further vehicular traffic on the roadway adjacent to her property 
until such time as the dwellings within the proposed development 
have been constructed. In this way the heavy vehicular traffic 
would be forced to use Stavebank Road which is better able to 
handle that type of traffic. 


I shall look forward to hearing from you at your earliest 
convenience.

I'd like to bring the following incident concern- 
ing a Bruce Coach Lines Bus and the R.C.M.P. at Toronto Airport 
to your attention with regard to a long-continuing air pollution 
problem. 


On Friday, October 4 at approximately 7 p.m. while 
waiting transportation at the arrivals level of No. I Terminal I 
observed and smelt a Bruce Coach Lines Bus, No. BV4-410, stationary 
with its engine idling. After five minutes had gone by I went to 
the driver and brought his attention to a sign that was on a con- 
crete pillar only feet from his bus, which sign requested drivers 
of vehicles in the interest of clean air to switch their engines 
off while stationary within this roofed-over arrivals level. The 
driver did not comply with my request but said that he was leaving 
anyway in two minutes. After another five full minutes had gone 
by the driver went into the terminal. At this point, with the air 
getting a little stuffy, and not too good for my asthma, not to 
mention my hay fever, I went to an R.C.M.P. constable who was 
standing by his vehicle, No. DVD-394, a bus length behind the bus 
in question. After informing him of my fruitless effort in re- 
questing the bus driver of the Bruce Coach to turn off his engine, 
I asked him to intervene. This constable turned to me with a 
granite-like look and said that he "couldn't be bothered”. 
Another five minutes went by and eventually the driver came out 
of No. I Terminal. By this time fifteen minutes had gone by of 
continuous emission of fumes from this stationary bus engine in 
the roofed-over arrivals level. I informed the driver in no 
uncertain terms of my intentions with regard to his blatant and 
irresponsible behaviour. I then returned to the constable of 
the R.C.M.P. who was at this point sitting in his car. I opened 
the passenger door and informed him of my disappointment in his 
taking no action and informed him of my intentions expressed in 
this letter. He told me in a curt voice with his still granite- 
like look to “close the door". 


It is my belief that if there is nothing on the books 
in Peel County or Mississauga Township about such obvious pollut- 
ing of the atmosphere in an enclosed space then the R.C.M.P. at 
the airport should be aware of the, I believe, Federal statute 
which reads thatthe emission of noxious substances in any form 
harmful to the public is against the law. It is not enough for 
the R.C.M.P. at the airport to go about with stony faces and be 
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concerned only with narcotics, illegal immigrants and parked 
vehicles. 


I would appreciate it, Sir, if you would bring the 
offending bus driver to some account, and perhaps his company if 
they condone this type of behaviour, and remind the R.C.M.P. 
at the Airport of their responsibility in the protection of and 
service to the public in not necessarily catastrophic, but 
nevertheless, important matters.

The motion suggested by the Mayor, - "20% of prime time for public use" is 
the concern of our club.

However, since the club members look after the courts 
on behalf of themselves and the City, non-members are expected, and do, 
recognize the rules that prevail. 
On the other hand, there are times when there are not cnough courts to even 
let the club members get enough playing time.

We would also like to point out that there are many courts in Mississauga not being 
used. For example, those at Lorne Park School, Port Credit School and the one 
public court in Huron Park. However, since I know there is a large demand for 
the courts at Whiteoaks it would seem that there is a demand for courts where 
there is an organization. Therefore, it would be unfair and "playing to the crowd" 
if complaining members of the public are allowed to reduce the satisfaction of 
community organized club members when they could play at the facilities that 

ure not being used. 


As you can see from the statistics it has taken many years and a lot of voluntary 

effort to build up our community club. Others, are possibly envious of the service 

it provides to the members who wish to participate, and make unsubstantiated statements 
regarding facilities. 


In summary, club membership is open to anyone - adult or child for a very low 
cost - in fact, enough to just pay our way. We limit membership based solely 

on the fact that any more would cause such queuing for court time that there 
would be severe dissatisfaction from members. Forcing 20% of the time as open 
for public use would force each club to reduce its membership by a corresponding 
amount. This would put more demand on you to build more courts as well as 
dissatisfaction on the part of the "tennis interested voters". 


Whiteoaks is not a private club but an organized local community endeavour 
attempting to utilize its tax investment in a optimum manner, and service the 
community needs. 


Recommendations 


I. More City concern in informing the public on where they can join 
clubs and where there is still membership openings available. 


to 


The City should take more initiative in building new courts and assisting 
local community organizations get started. 


3. There are many courts now that are not being completely utilized. In most 
secondary schools there are courts that are available for public use. However, 
they are poorly maintained, there ue no lights, and the lack of an organization 
generally means only the most casuil tennis player uses them. These

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could be cleaned up and with city encouragement, the local community 
could begin building a club for the benefit of all concerned. 


4. Most school yards are ideal for developing as tennis courts for evening, 
and school vacation use by the public. It would cost no more than $500 
per court to paint lines, provide posts, nets, ctc. in comparison to the 
over $8,000 it costs today to build a court from scratch. 

5. Scheduled time for public use of courts is not necessary: 
= since they can get on the courts when they are not used today. 
= further only 75% of the courts now available in Mississauga are 

“organized by a community club", the remaining 25% are open 
to public use today.

BRIEF ON MEMBERSHIP 28a 


CREDIT VALLEY CONSERVATION AUTHORITY 


i. The aim of this brief is to outline the effect 
of the formation of the Regional Municipalities of 
Halton and Peel on membership representation by munic- 
ipalities to the Credit Valley Conservation Authority. 


BACKGROUND 


2. The Regional Municipality of Halton Act, 1973 and 
the Regional Municipality of Peel Act, 1973 established 
these two Regional Municipalities effective January 1, 
1974. 


3. It was foreseen in late 1973 that the formation of 
these Regional Municipalities would result in membership 
changes on the Authority in accordance with the Conserva- 
tion Authorities Act, Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1970, 
as amended, Section 2.(2). 


4. Section 2.(2) of the Conservation Authorities Act 
states: ; 


"(2) The council of each municipality may appoint 
representatives to attend the meeting in the fol- 
1 numbers ; 


1. Where the population is 250,000 or more, 
ss five representatives. 


2. Where the population is 100,000 or more 
age less than 250,000, four representa- 
tives. 


3. Where the population is 50,000 or more 
but less than 100,000, three representa- 
tives. 


4%. Where the population is 10,000 or more 
but less than 50,000, two representatives. 


5. Where the population is less than 10,000, 
one representative." 


s. Section %.(1) of the Conservation Authorities Act 
states: - 


“Where a regional municipality has been established

(a) shall act in the place of the local munic- 
ipalities within the regional municipality 
for the purpose of appointing representa- 
tives to attend a meeting for the estab-

Section 7a. of the Conservation Authorities Act 
states: 


"The Lieutenant Governor in Council may desig- 
nate any group of municipalities that shall 
be considered as one municipality for the 
purpose of appointing a member or members to 
the conservation authority and provide for 
the appointment of the member or members to 
be appointed by a group of municipalities." 


On November 8, 1973 the following resolutions were 
adopted by the Executive Committee of the Authority: 


48 EC 73 “Resolved chat the Village of Erin and 
Erin Township be grouped for purposes 
of appointing a member to the Credit 
Valley Conservation Authority." 


89 EC 73 “Resolved that the Townships of Amaranth, 
East Garafraxa and Mono be grouped for 
purposes of appointing a member to the 
Credit Valley Conservation Authority." 


The above resolutions were ratified by the Authority 
at a general meeting held November 21, 1973 by the follow- 
ing resolution:

Correspondence from the Village of Erin objecting to 
the grouping of memberships on the Authority was considered 
at the December 19, 1973 meeting of the Executive Committee 
and the matter was referred to the next Authority meeting 
for discussion. 


The question of membership was discussed at a general 
meeting of the Authority held December 19, 1973 and it was 
generally agreed that due to the short notice given the 
municipalities involved an extension of one year should be 
given.

12. An imbalance in representation by equalized assess- 
ment and population has resulted from the formation of 
the Regional Municipalities of Halton and Peel. Table 1 
below indicates the change in membership on the Authority 
effective January 1, 1974.

Therefore although approximately 94 percent of the 
assessment and population is represented by 10 members, 
there are 6 members representing the balance of approxi- 
mately 6 percent of the assessment and population in the 
Watershed of the Authority.

The above project was tendered, closing date 
August 9, 1974, revealing that the creek re- 
alignment and tunnel bids were much higher than 
originally estimated. In the August 12, 1974 
Yeport the reasons for such were outlined - due 
to increased labour and materials costs as well as 
an increase in the actual quantities. It is 
unlikely that re-tendering of this project at a 
future date will produce a reduced cost due to 
inflationary trends. . 


It is therefore recommended that the Mavis Wolfedale 
Creek re-alignment and tunnel construction be carried 
out in the immediate future at a tendered price of 
$122,142.50 for an estimated total cost of $140,463.88 
(including engineering and contingencies). Of the 
above amount contributions by the C.P.R. and the Alkaril 
Chemical Company will amount to approximately $28,150.00 
leaving a net cost to the Corporation of $112,305.38. 
Current funds allocated for the Wolfedale drainage area 
already amount to $35,174.45 requiring an additional 
amount of $77,130.93, to come out of Development Funds.

As s ested by you during our telephone conversation last w eek, 
this letter outlines the problems the residents of Dickson Xoad 
are having with regard to the traffic to St. John's h.C. Church 
property. 


On February 17, 1972, St. John the Baptist k.C. Church appeared 
before the Committee of Adjustment (File No. C.a. "A" 21/72) 
requesting the Committee to authorize a minor variance to permit 
the erection of an Old Folks' Home in conjunction with the 
existing church. 


A few of we residents of Dickson Koad attended this meeting as 
we were concerned regarding the traffic to our street, which 
contains only 19 homes and has 2 cemeteries. We were advised 
that St. John's would h@ve 203 parking spaces adjacent to 
their new building and the treffic would enter and exit to 
Stavebank oad, and would mt be c onnected with the area of 
complaint. 


At the time of this meeting we questioned Father Azubalis with 
regard to the "existing church" on the property. At that time 

the only building was an amphitheatre type chapel on the cemetery 
property and he advised that this was the existing church. There- 
fore during the entire year of construction we assumed that the 
building being erected was an Gld Folks' Home, but have since 
learned that this is a Community Hall with the proper church to 
be erected next and then the Old Folks' Home.

Dear Sir: Re: City Solicitor's Office 


Further to our conversation regarding the above 
matter I would like to advise you that the present work load 
in the office would keep two solicitors occupied on a full-time 
basis. , 


This could be confirmed by a brief survey done 
by Stevenson & Kellogg by looking at every centre with a 
population rapidly approaching 250,000 people. Since Mississauga 
is experiencing a rapid population growth, culminating ina 
population of approximately 600,000 people by the year 1980, I 
feel that the problems relating to growth and expansion place a 
municipality in a position that is being constantly challenged 
by the developers involved and the ratepayers that presently 
exist. With the growth of the municipal bureaucracy the frequency 
of litigation involving various Departments is dramatically 
increased. At the present time the City is in a very favourable 
position by having Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Freeman and their staff 
looking after property matters. This involves the acquisition and 
disposition of properties as well as expropriation matters and 
assessment appeals. 


I feel that two solicitors’ work would be divided 
into, one man looking after litigation which would involve O.M.B. 
matters, Provincial and County Court By-law prosecutions and civil 
suits initiated by or against the municipality that are not handled 
by our Insurance Company. The other solicitor would have a full-time 
role in answering and dealing with inter-departmental matters, 
advising on policy decisions and handling weekly Council matters 
arising from General Committee and Council.

If you are in agreement with my above approach to 
the situation, FE would suggest that the City seek two solicitors, 
one who is experienced and‘interested in litigation and the other 
who is experiencal and more oriented to making Council presentations 
and dealing with internal administrative matters. 


As you are no doubt awarc, the problem of space is 
ever present in such a situation as this. As a suggestion you ‘ 
might consider adding an office to the existing solicitor's office, 
where Mc. Bitten's open office is presently located if Mr. Bitten 
is agreeable and Council finds it necessary to relocate him to a 
larger and more appropriate location in the building. This would 
also free a space for a second secretary for the second solicitor.
